'Pile exprennetl juice wanallowed 
a few bourn to nettle and then drawn 
frUm t he sediment., put into hot lien, 
(lie But t les tilled to tlictop.uml placed 
in a venncl of cold water, then the 
water Brought to the Boiling point,. 
Beating tin* juice in the Bottles to 
nBont 1 70.degrees. 'Pltc Bot ties Were 
corked and nettled, and ntored By 
turning the hot ties with ncek down. 
No fermentation took place. The 
longer 1 kept the wine the better it 
lieiame. 'Hie ancients gained the 
name end', excluding t he air and gerinn 
of ferment hy pouring'olive oil on t lie 
juiee in jars. The germs of ferment 
are destroyed by heat of about 170 
degrees. This makes the best wine 
and always improves with age, and in 
more nut rieioun than any other.—

delicacy in (’hincsecookery- though lit*

that the gelatine of which the nests 
are in part or wholly made is a thud 
secreted from the salivary glands of 
the swifts that make the nest s, which 
litpiitl hardens on exposure to the air. 
As far as our own chimney swifts are 
concerned, it lias been proved that the 
Ituni with which the twins arc fastened 
toget her is of a vegetable and not of an 
animal character, and, that in the 
case brought to the notice of a scien¬ 
tific institution—the Academy of Nat¬ 
ural Sciences of Philadelphia—where 
the matter was investigated, the gum 
was found to belong to t hecherry t tee. 
In the case of I he edible birds' nests, 
the “gum” has been proved to be a 
sea weed brought by the bird often 
from long dist ances.

Roses From Seed., 

A correspondent of l > u/mlar (lurdrti- 
/ng gives - his experience w it h seedling 
roses as follows: 

“I placed the seed in a cloth bag, 
burying it six inches deep, last Novem¬ 
ber. Examining the seeds in Febru¬ 
ary, I found them sprouted. I then 
took them from the bags and planted 
them in cold frames, and here they 
came up in two days. The plantlets 
were transplantt*d to the open ground 
about April 1st, setting them in rows 
t hree feet apart, t|ie plants one foot 
apart in the row. During the season 
they have made a tine growth of from 
one to three feet in height, and about 
half have bloomed, some very pro¬ 
fusely, one with as many as t wenty- 
live blooms at one time. They have 
passed through the most severe 
drought we have ever had in Tenncsee 
without watering, and they are now 
looking well and some are still in 
bloom. I send this because all the 
books say they will not bloom the 
lirst year.
